The  increase  on  Pay  of  the  General  Stuff  is  caused  by  special  provision  made  for  Temporary 
Staff  durini;  MamEUvres. 


The  increase  of  Regimental  Pay  is  dne  to  the  increases  of  the  Regimental  Establishments 
detailed  on  page  7. 

There  will  be  fewer  men  leaving  the  Colours  in  1896-97  than  in  1895-96. 


The  increase  in  the  amount  for  Regimental  Extra  Pay  is  mainly  on  account  of  Good  Conduct 
Pay,  the  charge  for  which  is  growing  in  consequence  of  additions  made  to  the  Regimental 
Force  during  the  past  few  years. 

The  decrease  is  almost  ail  under  the  head  of  Debtor  Balances  of  Non-effective  Soldiers,  and 
so  fur  is  due  to  a  recent  change  in  the  regulations,  which  throws  the  cbar<(e  upon  other 
Votes. 

The  increase  is  caused  by  provision  for  labour  during  manceuvres  and  by  necessary  additiooti 
to  the  numbers  of  Barrack  Wardens  and  the  Water  Transport  Establishment. 


The  expenditure  under  this  sub-head  has  of  late  fallen  short  of  the  Estimate. 


The  decrease  il^  due  to  the  retirement  of  Senior  OiHcers  and  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
Staff  Pav masters. 


An  additional  Officer  us'Gannery  Instructor  and  two  Non-commissioned  Officers  have  been 
provided  for. 

Officiating  Clergy  have  been  employed  in  two  or  three  cases  in  lieu  of  Chaplains,  thus  causing 
n  saving. 


The  increase  is  caused  by  the  addition  of  a  Governor  for  Brixton  Prison. 


The  number  of  Deserters  shows  a  marked  decline. 


The  number  of  Army  Reserve  Men  will  be  slightly  less  than  in  1805-96. 


The  Colonial  Contributions  are  estimated  in  accordance  with  the  Eettlements  recrntly  arrived 
at  between  th^  Colonies  apd  lh^  Home  Government,  end  show  a  falling  off  of  10,000/.

The  increase  on  the  Vote  for  Warlike  Stores  is  due  to  the  provision  of 
the  new  gun  for  the  Royal  Horse  Artillery  and  the  conversion  of  the 
present  equipment  of  the  Horse  and  Field  Artillery*  Increased  provision 
is  also  made  for  Quick-firing  Guns  and  the  oompletion  of  the  Reserve  of 
Small  Arm  Amaiunition. 

The  increase  on  the  Works  Vote  is  due  to  an  automatic  increase  in  the 
amounts  payable  for  Annuities  under  the  Barracks  Act 


The  increase  on  the  Vote  for  the  Educational  Establishments  is  chiefly 
caused  by  a  loss  of  Cadets*  Contributions  from  the  Academy,  consequent 
upon  a  reduction  of  numbers.  The  item  for  Regimental  and  Garrison 
Schools  shows  an  increase.

Head-quarters  Staff,  and  by  reductions  of  the  Higher  Division  Civil 
Establbhment. 


The  increase  for  the  Retired  Pay,  Jcc.  of  Officers,  is  mainly  to  provide  for 
the  large  number  of  Hegimental  Officers  who  retired  in  1896-96.  There 
are  considerable  decreases  in  the  items  for  Half  Pay  of  Regimental 
Officers,  Compensation  awarded  by  the  Army  Purchase  Commission,  and 
Commutation  of  Retired  Pay,  and  an  increase  in  the  Receipts  from 
Indis. 

The  increase  for  Pensions,  &c.  of  Men  is  mainly  on  account  of  Pensions  to 
Warrant  Officers,  and  Campaign  Pensions. 


It  is  anticipated   that  the  amount  of  Civil  Superannnation  Allowances 
awarded  in  1896-97  will  exceed  that  of  the  Pensions  which  lapse.

Test  Examination  of  Accounts,  1894-96. 

1.  The  test  examination  of  the  Army  Clothing  Factory  Accounts  for  the  year 
1894-96  has  proceeded  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previons  years. 

Balance  Sheet. 
Wages. 

2.  There  is  a  trifling  difference  of  2a.  Id.  between  the  amount  shown  as  expended 
upon  Wages  (64,558Z.  10s.  5d.)  and  that  stated  in  the  Army  Appropriation  Account, 
Vote  8  (64,658Z.  12s.  6(2.),  certain  unclaimed  Wages  having  been  omitted  from  the 
charge  in  the  Factory  Account,  while  in  the  Appropriation  Account  the  adjustment 
has  been  made  by  a  credit  to  Appropriations  in  Aid. 

Materials.  ' 

3.  The  sum  of  218,816Z.  10«.  5d.,  for  "  Materials  as  per  Appropriation  Account," 
represents  the  value  of  the  Materials  issued  to  the  Factory  from  the  Store 
Department.  From  this  amount,  however,  must  be  deducted  the  value  of  the 
remnants  returned  into  Store  during  the  vear,  viz.,  3,131{.  6«.  4d.,  in  order  to  show 
agreement  with  the  amount  included  in  the  Appropriation  Account  under  this 
heading,  viz.,  216,686Z.  5s.  Id. 

Capital  Account. 

4.  It  has  hitherto  been  the  practice  to  charge  the  annual  expenditure  upon  tools 
and  implements  to  Capital  Account,  charging  the  cost  of  production  with  an  annual 
depreciation  of  10  per  cent.,  as  in  the  case  of  machinery.  My  attention  having  been 
drawn  to  the  comparatively  small  expenditure  upon  this  service,  and  the  trifling 
cost  of  some  of  the  tools,  which  in  some  cases  were  expended  in  the  year  of  issue 
before  any  depreciation  had  been  levied  upon  them,  I  suggested  to  the  War  Office 
that  the  annual  expenditure  under  this  head  should  be  taken  up  in  the  Accounts  of 
the  year,  the  balance  standing  on  the  Capital  Account  {7541.  7s.  5^(2.)  being  charged 
off  to  Production  by  instalments.  i 

This  suggestion  was  accepted,  and  the  sum  of  220Z.  Os.  7d.  included  in  the 
Accounts  for  '*  one  year's  expenditure  on  Tools  and  Implements,"  represents  the 
amount  expended  in  1894-95  (65Z.  13^.  l^d.),  together  with  154{.  7s.  5id.,  as  an 
instalment  of  the  outstanding  balance,  the  remainder  of  which  will  be  charged  off  in 
instalments  of  1501.  in  the  Accounts  of  the  next  succeeding  four  years.

UPON  THE 

ACCOUNTS  OF  THE  ORDNANCE  FACTORIES  OF  THE  ARMY, 

For  the  Year  1894-95. 


{^Prepared  and  submitted  in  accordance  with  Act  52  Sf  53  Vict,  c,  31,  s,  1.] 


General  Observations. 

1.  Adverting  to  the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee,  1895,  on  the  Conference  on 
subject  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  Piece-work  Ledgers,  &c.  of  the  Ordnance  Factories,  2^^°^^**^^"^ 
and  to  their  recommendation  in  the  11th  paragraph  that  a  conference  should  be  held 

between  the  War  OflSce,  the  Treasury,  and  my  Department,  with  a  view  to  means  being 
devised  for  securing  the  objects  referred  to  in  the  4th  paragraph,  viz.:  first,  that 
operations  in  the  workshops  are  not  paid  for  twice  over;  and,  secondly,  that  aU  work 
which  is  paid  for  and  which  should  be  sent  into  store,  is  actually  received  there, — I  have 
to  report  that  a  conference  has  been  held  between  representatives  of  the  three 
Departments. 

Although  I  am  unable  as  yet  to  report  that  a  satisfactory  conclusion  has  been  arrived 
at,  it  is  hoped  that  the  further  consideration  to  be  given  to  the  matter  will  result  in  those 
important  objects  being  practically  attained. 

2.  Considerable  improvement  has  been  shown  in  the  book-keeping  of  the  Factories  improvement  in 
Accounts,  and  irregularities  in  connection  with  transfers  and  adjustments  at  the  end  of  book-keeping, 
the  year,  to  which  attention  has  been  drawn  in  previous  reports,  have  in  great  measure 
disappeared. 

Royal  Gun  Factory. 

3.  The  Semi-manufacture  Remain  of  the  Royal  Gun  Factory  on  the  31st  March  1894  Surplus  forgings 
included,  for  the  first  time,  a  number  of  forgings  at  no  value,  marked  '*  Not  R.G.F.    ^^^  ' 
property.*'     From  inquiries  made  by  my  Department  it  appeared  that  these,  together 

with  other  forgings  not  detailed  in  the  Kemam,  had  been  found  during  a  clear-up  of  the 
Gun  Factory  Forges.  They  had  presumably  been  charged  to  the  Services  "at  some 
time  or  other,"  but  the  exact  distribution  of  the  charge  amongst  the  Services  could  not 
be  ascertained,  and  it  had  therefore  been  decided  to  credit  their  value,  viz.,  4,435/.  4*.  3rf., 
as  occasion  arose,  to  Lidirect  Expenditure.  Of  this  amount  Forcings  to  the  value  of 
1,700/.  10*.  have  been  utiUsed  in  1894-95,  and  credit  has  accordmgly  been  given  to 
Indirect  Expenditure  to  that  amount,  while  it  is  presumed  the  remainder  will  be  similarly 
dealt  with  as  opportunity  for  utilising  them  arises. 

4.  As  a  set-off,  however,  to  this  windfall  of  4,435/.  4*.  3d.,  other  forgings  included  In  Obsolete  forgings. 
the  Gun  Factory  Stores-in- Stock,  at  a  value  of  13,276/.  8*.  9i,  are  now  stated  jto  be 

nearly  all  obsolete,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  dispose  of  them.  A  portion  have  been 
utilised  in  the  Factory  at  a  reduced  value,  but  the  bulk  have  been  returned  to  the 
Central  Stores  for  sale. 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  which  has  been  addressed  to  the  War  Office  for  an  explanation 
of  the  loss  that  has  already  been  debited  in  the  Accounts,  I  have  been  informed  that 
these  forcings  have  been  in  Remain  for  several  years,  and  that  they  were  surplus  require- 
ments and  were,  therefore,  transferred  to  the  Stores  for  disposal. 

1  am  not  aware  of  the  circumstances  under  which  these  costly  forgings  have  become 
obsolete,  involving  a  loss  of  over  2,000/.  on  those  for  which  a  use  has  already  been  found, 
while  it  is  estimated  by  the  War  Office  that  the  total  loss  will  eventually  amount  to 
about  8,000/. 

Royal  Laboratory. 

5.  My  attention  has  been  directed  to  several  instances  in  which  material,  drawn  for  ^^^  o^  disposal  of 
use  in  the  shops,  and  included  in  the  Charges  to  Services  as  Semi-manufacture  on  the  °^*®ria^- 

Slst  March  1894,  has  been  disposed  of  by  sale  in  1894  95,  for  considerably  less  than  the 
value  assigned  to  it  in  the  Semi-manufacture  Remain.  The  consequent  loss  has  been 
debited  when  practicable  either  to  the  particular  Cost  Ledger  Order  concerned,  or  to  the 
Indirect  Expenditure  of  the  Factory.     The  following  may  be  cited  as  the  most  con- 
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Transfer  of  charge 
to  **  Repairs." 


spicuous  example  that  has  come  under  notice.  The  cost  of  "  Tubes  Vent  Sealing  "  has 
this  year  been  enhanced  by  the  sum  of  1,033/.  2s.  llrf.,  representing  the  loss  upon 
21  tons  of  "Bull's  Metal,"  which,  it  was  stated  by  the  War  Office  could  not  be  used 
owing  to  a  ^*  change  in  the  manufacture.'*  The  metal  was  sold  for  665/.  10«.,  while 
th6  value  placed  on  it  in  the  Kemain  had  been  1,698/.  12*.  llrf.,  a  difference  between 
the  buying  and  selling  prices  of  Raw  Material  which  is  so  large  as  to  deserve  notice. 

6.  The  Indirect  Expenditure  of  the  Royal  Laboratory  includes  a  sum  of  1,392/.  9s.  Id.  in 
respect  of  an  overcharge  to  the  Army  Order  for  Repairs,  1893-94,  to  which  I  drew  the 
attention  of  the  War  Office  on  the  Accounts  for  that  year.  It  was  admitted,  in  reply, 
that  this  overcharge  to  the  Repair  Order  was  made  to  correct  **  absurd  cost  results  " 
on  other  Orders,  arising  from  supposed  errors  in  allocation  which  could  not  be  traced. 
The  fact  that  no  details  are  given  of  the  large  amounts  charged  for  "  Repairs  "  in  the 
Production  Voucher  renders  this  admission  important,  and  it  is  hoped  that,  attention 
having  been  drawn  to  the  irregularity,  care  will  in  future  be  taken  that  *'  Repair  "  Orders 
shall  not  be  burdened  with  other  than  legitimate  charges.

Royal  Gunpowder  Factory. 

7.  1  called  the  attention  of  the  War  Office  to  the  inclusion  in  the  Indirect  Expenditure 
of  the  Cordite  Factory  of  a  sum  of  974/.  8s.  \0d.,  beine  the  difference  between  the  actual 
cost  of  the  manufacture  of  calcium  acetate  at  Woolwich^  and  the  market  value  assigned 
to  it  in  tlie  Waltham  Store  Ledgers.  The  War  Office  in  reply  states  that,  the  manufac- 
ture at  Woolwich  being  still  in  an  experimental  stage,  it  has  been  considered  advisable 
to  charge  this  difference  of  cost  in  the  current  year's  account,  but  the  subject  is  one 
which  appears  to  call  for  notice,  as  the  course  followed  is  not  in  harmony  with  the 
ordinary  rule  under  which  materia.ls  are  taken  on  charge  at  their  cost  price. 


Work-taking  in 
Sawyers*  shop. 


Royal  Carriage  Department. 

8.  The  attention  of  the  War  Office  has  several  times  been  drawn  to  the  advisability 
of  introducing  the  work-taker  system  into  the  Sawyers'  shop  in  the  Carriage  Factory,  in 
lieu  of  the  present  method  under  which  wages  are  paid  on  tne  certificate  of  the  foreman 
only  ;  and  I  have  been  informed  in  reply  to  mv  last  communication  on  this  matter,  that 
"  this  subject  is  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  on  Ordnance  Factories 
^'  Accounts."  That  the  question  is  of  some  importance  is  shown  by  a  case  which  has  come 
under  the  notice  of  my  Department  in  the  course  of  the  examination  of  the  Carriage 
Factory  Accounts  for  the  year  under  review,  from  which  it  appeared  that  in  executing 
an  order  for  some  Posts  and  Rails  for  the  Tower  of  London,  on  behalf  of  the  Army,  an 
overcharge  of  74/.  Ss.  4d.  had  been  made  in  an  Account  of  153/.  19^.  4d.,  included  in  the 
Production  Voucher  for  1893-94.  Of  this  sum  of  74/.  3^.  4rf.,  an  amoimt  of  35/.  13*. 
was  overpaid  for  Wages,  and  has  since  been  recovered  by  deductions  from  the  wages  of 
the  workmen  concerned,  the  balance  being  distributed  generally  over  the  cost  of  the 
Productions  of  the  Carriage  Factory  for  1894-95.  It  appears  to  me  that  had  a  proper 
system  of  independent  verification  of  wages  due  been  in  force  in  the  Sawyers'  shop,  such 
an  overpayment  could  scarcely  have  occurred.

Finishtd  and  Ui^nished  Articles  in  Ordnance  Factory  Stores. 

9.  Both  as  regards  the  Royal  Laboratory  and  Royal  Gun  Factory,  attention  has 
been  called  to  a  large  number  of  finished  articles  which  have  continued  in  the  Semi- 
manufacture  Remains  of  these  Factories  throughout  1894-95,  and  in  some  cases  through 
1893-94  and  previous  years. 

I  liave  been  informed,  in  reply  to  an  observation  on  this  subject,  that  some  of  the 
articles  referred  to  have  been  issued,  and  that  the  remainder  are  being  dealt  with  as 
opportunities  occur. 

As  regards  unfinished  articles,  a  number,  of  the  value  of  several  thousand  pounds,  on 
which  no  progress  was  made  in  the  year  1894-95,  are  also  included  in  the  Semi- 
manufacture  Remains  of  the  Gun  Factory  and  the  Laboratory  on  the  31st  March  1895. 
It  is  stated  by  the  War  Office  that  the  attention  of  the  Factory  has  been  for  some  time 
directed  to  this  subject,  with  a  view  to  the  clearance  of  such  of  the  articles  as  are  not 
worth  keeping.     The  remainder  it  is  hoped  to  utilise  as  opportunities  occur. 

1  am  not,  nowever,  aware  of  the  circumstances  under  which  this  accumulation  of 
unfinished  articles  has  arisen,  nor  why  the  completed  articles  were  not  issued  to  the 
Services  by  which  they  were  presumably  ordered,  and  by  which  they  had  been  puid  for 
as  Semi-manufactiire.

Ordnance  Factories  and  his  staff,  but  also  the  cost  of  the  Pay  and  Store  Departments, 
and  of  the  writers  engaged  on  Cost  Accounts,  and  the  wages  of  worktakers  and  time- 
keepers, is  now  shown  in  detail,  as  far  as  possible,  under  the  Estimate  headings. 

It  appears  desirable  that  this  statement  should  be  further  amended  in  order  to  show  more 
distinct^  the  expenditure  on  tools,  &c.,  which  in  1894-95  amounted  to  68,000/.,  and 
other  services,  the  cost  of  which  amounts  to  a  considerable  sum,  and  which  in  the  present 
Account  are  included  in  **  Other  items."  Sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed  for  a  reply  from 
the  War  Office  to  my  communication  on  the  subject. 

Stock-takififf. 

11.  Independent  stock-taking  by  officers  of  the  Accountant  General  has  been  carried  Stock-taking, 
out,  during  1894-95,  of  the  stores  at  Woolwich,  where  stock  has  been  taken  to  the  value  of 

24,057/.,  the  total  value  of  the  stores  in  stock  on  31st  March  1895  being  281,727/. 
The  test  has  ranged  over  a  considerable  number  of  articles,  and  the  surpluses  and 
deficiencies  were  unimportant.  Stock  was  also  taken  at  Enfield  to  the  amount  of  62,000/., 
out  of  a  total  stock  of  81,916/. 

I  have  drawn  attention  to  the  omission  to  test  the  Ordnance  Factory  stores  in 
possession  of  the  Superintendent  of  Building  Works,  since  their  inclusion  at  value  in  the 
Ordnance  Factory  Accounts  in  1891-92,  and  have  been  informed,  in  reply,  that  "  this 
will  be  carried  out  shortly." 

Stores  in  Stock, 

12.  The  total  value  of  the  stores  in  stock  on  31st  March  1895  at  the  various  Factories  Stores  in  Stock. 
was  485,763/.  9^,  lljd.,  an  increase  during  the  year  of  24,426/.  10*.      Of  this  amount, 

4,047/.  3#.  S^d.  was  added  *'  free  "  in  connection  with  the  transfer  to  Ordnance  Factories 
of  the  Repairing  Factory  at  Birmingham.

Comparison  of  ^^  ^^^  Estimates  for  1896-7  there  is  a  decrease  of  7,200Z»  upon  effective 

figures  for  1895-6  services  and  and  an  increase  of  10,000/.  upon  non-effective,  giving  a  net 
with  those  of  increase  of  2,800/.  upon  all  services.  Owing  to  the  special  grants  made  to 
Volunteer  Corps  for  1895-6,  and  provided  for  in  the  Supplementary  Estimate 
of  26th  February,  1896,  a  saving  of  199,700/.  is  effected  in  the  Volunteer  Vote, 
but  against  this  is  to  be  set  an  increase  of  expenditure  on  warlike  and  other 
stores,  and  the  additional  expenditure  required  for  the  extended  manoeuvres  to

Rearmament  of 
Horse  and  Field 
Artillery. 


The  proposed  changes  of  Establishment  involve  a  net  increase  of  771  men 
to  the  Army.  The  principal  changes  provided  for  are  the  addition  of  120  men 
to  each  of  the  three  Infantry  battalions  serving  in  Nova  Scotia,  Bermnda  and 
the  West  Indies,  in  order  that  those  battalions  may  be  augmented  to  the 
same  Establishment  as  other  Line  battalions  serving  in  the  Colonies ;  and  the 
addition  of  two  companies  to  the  Royal  Malta  Artillery. 

Sir  Henry  Campbell-Bannerman,  in  his  memorandum  on  the  Army 
Estimates,  1896-6,  expressed  a  hope  that  it  might  be  found  possible  to  withdraw 
a  battalion  from  Egypt  during  1896.  This  hope  was  not  realized,  and  the 
events  which  have  recently  taken  place  in  that  part  of  Africa  render  it 
improbable  that  there  will  be  a  reduction  of  the  Egyptian  garrison  during  the 
current  year. 

The  reorganization  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  decided  upon  by  the  late 
Government,  has  been  carried  out,  so  far  as  regards  the  increase  of  the  corps 
by  one  Horse  and  seven  Field  batteries ;  and  special  steps  are  now  being 
taken  to  provide,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  the  new  and  the  converted  guns 
required.  The  whole  of  the  Horse  Artillery  is  to  be  re-armed  with  the  new 
gun,  and  the  60  guns  thus  rendered  available  for  the  Field  Artillery,  as  well  as 
the  whole  of  the  guns  already  in  its  possession,  are  to  be  converted  from  12-pr. 
to  16-pr.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  the  period  of  transition  which  this  scheme 
involves  should  be  as  brief  as  possible,  and  it  has,  therefore,  been  decided  to 
push  forward  the  conversion  of  Field  Artillery  guns  which  is  in  progress  at 
the  Ordnance  Factories,  and  to  proceed  with  the  new  guns  at  a  greatly 
accelerated  pace,  giving  part  of  this  latter  work  to  the  trade  and  part  to  the 
Factories. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in  giving  effect  to  these  proposals. 
A  part  of  the  new  Horse  Artillery  equipment  has  already  been  supplied  by 
the  Ordnance  Factories.  The  remainder  of  the  equipment  which  the  Factories 
have  undertal^exi  to  provide  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  delivered  by  the  1st  of  June; 
and  that.portion  which  haft  been  given  to  the  trade  has  been  promised  by  the 
end  of  August.  As  regards  Field  Artillery,  a  number  of  guns  sufficient  to 
supply  two  Army-Corps  will  have  been  converted  within  three  months  from  the 
present  time.  The  conversion  of  the  remainder  will  be  proceeded  with 
as  rapidly  as  the  engagements  of  the  i'actories  permit.  When  the  whole 
work  has  been  completed,  the  present  establishment  of  Horse  Artillery  will  be 
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in  possession  of  its  full  complement  of  guns^  and  their  reserve ;  while  the.  Field  .  .;  ^ 

ArtiUexy  will  have  its  full  complement  of  guns,  its  reserves,  and  a  certaii^ 
number  of  surplus  guns,  i 

The  recruiting  for  the  Army  during  tbejear  1895  1ms  been  satisfactory.  Kecnwtkiig^^..!^ 
There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  full  number  of  recruits  required^ 
and  the  Establishment  of  the  Army  on  the>  Ist  Jii:nuary,  1896^  wast  completer 
During  the  past  five  years  there  has  been  a  pro^essive  decrelase  in  the  number 
of  special  enlistments  below  the  fiied  standard,  the  percentage  having  fallen 
from  S2-9  per  cent,  in  1891  to  199  per  cent,  in  1896.  The  Inspector-General 
reports  that  67  per  cent,  of  those  enlisted  under  standard  during  the  first 
six  months  of  1895  were  found  to  have  reached  the  full  standard  on  re- 
toeasurement  on  1st  January,  1896.  The  loss  from  desertion  during  the  past 
year  was  smaller  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  establishment  of  the  short- 
service  system. 

The   Militia   Force  generally   is  reported  by   the  Inspector-Greneral    of  Militia. 
Auxiliary  Forces  to  be  in  an  efficient  state.      There  was  an  increase  of  over 
1,900  in  the  number  of  recruits  enlisted  during  1895,  compared  with  the  enlist- 
ments in   1894,  and  also  an  increase  of  400  in  the  number  of  Militiamen 
present  at  the  training  of  1895  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

In  the  Yeomanry  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  men,  Yeomanry, 
but  the  strength  of  Officers  is  well  maintained.  The  force  has  much  improved 
in  efficiency  under  the  brigade  system,  which  promotes  a  healthy  rivalry  between 
regiments.  Last  year  a  deputation  of  Commanding  Officers  appealed  to  the  War 
Office  against  the  reduction  which  had  been  made  in  the  lower  rate  of  Con- 
tingent Allowance,  and  asked  that  a  grant  of  ll.  should  be  made  for  men  who 
qualify  in  musketry  but  who  are  unable  to  attend  drill  or  permanent  duty. 
The  desired  concession  has  been  granted,  and  provision  is  made  accordingly 
in  the  Estimates. 

The  condition  of  the  Volunteer  Force  remains  satisfactory.     The  number  of  Volunteers. 
Volunteers  returned  as  efficient  exceeded  by  more  than  400  the  figures  for  the 
previous  year,  but  there  was  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  numbers  present  at 
inspection  ;  the  total  for  1895  being  198,673  as  against  200,592  for  1894. 

Difficulty  continues  to  be  experienced  in* obtaining  Officers  for  this  Force, 
which  is  at  present  in  this  respect  1,800  below  its  Establishment.  An  additional 
sum  has  been  taken  in  order  to  assist  Officers  in  providing  an  outfit.  A 
further  sum  has  been  provided  for  grants  to  Officers  attending  schools  of 
instruction. 

The  special  extra  payment  to  Volunteer  Corps  out  of  the  sum  voted  in  the 
Supplementary  Estimate  of  the  26th  February,  1896,  will,  it  is  hoped,  place  the 
finances  of  the  force  on  a  satisfactory  footing.  The  effect  of  the  payment  will 
be  that  every  corps  will  receive,  at  about  the  ordinary  time,  an  additional 
half-year's  grant  beyond  the  usual  allowance. 

Instead  of  the  usual  provision  for  manoeuvres,  the  Estimates  for  1896-97  Manoeuvres, 
provide  for  carrying  out  manoeuvres  on  an  extended  scale.    A  permanent  measure 
for  facilitating  such  manoeuvres  is  before  Parliament. 

The  current  prices  for  bread  and  meat  continue  to  be  exceptionally  low.  ptice»  of  supplies. 
There  is  no  material  variation  from  the  rates  of  last  year.     Upon  fuel  some 
reduction  is  anticipated,  and  a  saving  of  35,300Z.  is  expected  owing  to  reduction 
in  the  price  of  forage. 

The  new  system  of  hiring  transports,  in  lieu  of  maintaining  troopships,  has  Hired  transports, 
not  been  sufficiently  long  in  operation  to  allow  of  a  final  decision  as  to  relative 
expense,  but  the  hiring  system  has  not  been  very  costly,     Foi:  the  year  1896-7 
the  programme  of  moves  is  exceptionally  small,  and  there  is  consequently  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  estimated  cost.

tiiie  necessary  reserve  of  the  san^  weapon  having  been  provided,  it  has  beea 
(le<^ide4  to  rearm  the  Volunteers  with  the  ma^^n^  rifle,  and  the  manufacture 
of  this  rifle  will  now  be  proceeded  with.  The  necessary  provision  for  this 
purpose  has  been  made  in  the  Estimates. 

The  Martini-Henry  rifles  which  have  already  been  fltted  with  the  -SOi 
barrel  will  be  available  for  reserve  purposes. 

The  experiments  which  have  been  carried  on  by  the  Ordnance  Committee 
with  a  view  to  testing  the  keeping  qualities  of  cordite  have  given  very  satis- 
factory results.  Time  alone  can  fully  test  the  extent  of  its  keeping  qualities  in 
all  climates,  but  in  all  the  experiments  and  trials  to  which  it  has  been  subjected, 
it  has  never  been  rendered  unserviceable.  The  trade  has  now  begun  to  make 
regular  deliveries  of  cordite,  both  for  guns,  and  in  made-up  cartridges,  for 
the  magazine  rifle.  Although  the  trade  output  is  not  as  yet  large,  there  are 
grounds  for  hoping  that  it  will  gradually  increase  during  the  coming  financial 
year  and  will  form  a  valuable  addition  to  our  resources. 

By  means  of  the  supplementary  sum  voted  during  the  present  year,, 
considerable  advance  has  been  made  towards  the  completion  of  the  reserves 
^f  small^arm  ammunition.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  take  a  further  increased 
amount,  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  the  proper  standard. 

The  Works  Vote  provides  for  but  few  new  services  to  be  undertaken 
during  the  yeav;  the  increased  expenditure  of  I8,100/.  is  chiefly  due  to  an 
automatic  increase  in  the  amount  payable  for  annuitieB  under  the  Barracks. 
Act.  The  sums  of  4,100,000Z.  Raised  under  the  Barracks  Act  of  1890,  and 
2,600,000/.  raised  under  the  Imperial  Defence  Act  of  1888,  having  now  been 
virtually  exhausted,  it  is  intended,  by  means  of  a  further  loan,  to  proceed  with 
urgent  services  for  Imperial  Defence,  and  to  provide  for  a  steady  prosecution 
of  barrack  reconstruction. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  in  which  a  large  part  of  the  troops  are 
housed,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  renders  considerable  expenditure  for  the 
latter  purpose  absolutely  necessary. 

Ranges.  O^ing  to  the  increased  range  of  the  'SOS  rifle,  which  has  rendered  many 

of  the  old  ranges  unsafe,  the  acquisition  of  extended  ranges  has  become  an 
urgent  question,  and  it  is  proposed  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  for  thia 
service  also  by  nieans  of  the  loan  above  menticmed. 

Ashanti.  Part  of  the  cost  of  the  operatjions  agajjist  Ashanti  has  already  been  borne 

by  the  Colony,  and  the  remainder,  120,000/.,  which  has  been  provided  by  means 
of  a  Supplementary  Estimate,  will  in  time  also  be  repaid  from  Colonial  funds. 

Non-efFective.  The  increase  of  10,000/.  upon  the  Non-efffective  Votes  is  chiefly  due  ta 

increased  retirements  of  regimental  and  civil  Officer^  and  to  special  campaign 
pensions.

2.  The  sum  of  670,000/.  was  issued  from  the  Consolidated  Fimd  in  the  year  1894-95, 
raising  the  total  issues  to  2,435,000/.,  and  leaving  a  further  sum  of  1,665,000/.,  which  may 
be  issued  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act. 

JExpendtture. 

3.  The  expenditure  in  1894-95  amounted  to  672,928/.  5s.  9d.y  making  with  that 
previously  incurred  a  total  of  2,407,881/.  Is.  9rf.,  and  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of 
1,692,118/.  18*.  3d.  of  the  total  amount  of  4,100,000/.  authorised  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act. 

Termintibls  Annuity. 

4.  The  sum  of  670,000/.  was  raised  in  the  financial  year  1894-95,  and  a  terminable 
annuity  of  55,927/.  was  created  in  respect  of  700,000/.,  the  amount  which  was  advanced 
by  the  National  Debt  Commissioners  in  the  calendar  year  1894.  The  Army  Appropria- 
tion Account  for  1894-95  shows  under  Vote  10,  Sub-Head  J.,  expenditure  amounting  to 
75,663/.  18i.,  in  respect  of  •*  Annuities  payable  under  the  Barracks  Act,"  which  were 
created  in  1892-93  and  1893-94. 

Credit  under  Head  3. 

5.  In  the  detail  of  expenditure  at  page  3  the  sum  of  10/.  10*.  is  shown  as  a  credit  under 
Head  3,  Purchase  of  Land  and  Buildings,  Belfast,  that  sum  having  been  received  from 
the  sale  of  trees  which  were  removed  to  clear  for  building  a  site  purchased  in  the  year 
1890-91.  In  the  ordinary  course  this  receipt  would  have  reduced  the  expenditure  in  the 
account  of  the  earlier  year,  but  in  consequence  of  the  lapse  of  time  since  the  purchase  of 
the  site  it  has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  by  10/.  10«.  the  expenditure  of  the  year 
1894-95.
